John  'Ahnprle  was    in  Dorchester,   I.Tass.,   as   early  as   1632, 
in   service   to   Is  real    Stoughton,    carpontor.      Ho    received   a 
grant   of  land  at  '.Vorchoster  nock  in  1637.     He  married  his 
wife   Sarah  in  Dorchester  in  1639  or    '40,      They  united  with 
the  church  in  Dorchester  in  1641,      He   cavned  a  house  and   forty 
or   ^ifty  acres   of  land  near  what   is   nov^  called  I.'eonset  Vill- 
age,     In  1658  he  sold   his   estate   in  Dorchester  to   Jamos  I-.'inot 
and  the   same  year,    or  the  year   following,    removed  to  Prov- 
idence, where  he  received  an  allotment   of  land   July  29,   165P. 
Ho  and   his    son  John  took  the   oath   of  allegiance   in  16GG,      Ho 
was  n  mora^ier  of  the  town  council  in  1669,   and  rocoivod  a 
liconso  to  keep  an  ordinary  in  1674,      On  the  torn!    stones  of 
John  and   Sarah  V.Tiipple,    in  the  north  burial-ground   in  Provi- 
dence,  are  the   follovdng   inscriptions:  22^34*7V

The   st^rior   do  y.ot 
appear  to  be  very  ancient,   and  ray  h^vo  been  erected  fifty 
years   or  more   after  the  decease   of  Capt.  V-liipplc-   and   his 
vdfe. 
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
